1. The attached material has its origin in a recent meiioraathsa 
■fro* the Mavy Department, This memorandum requests that CIA reimburse 
the Wavy for those CIA Junior Officer Trainees who are enrolled In the 
Katy Officer Candidate School md then placed m active Naval service 

for a three-rear period prior to returning to CIA service ac civilians 
in a ft aval Reserve capacity. Briefly, the Navy memo wants the CIA to 
start reimbursement at the time that the individual completes Officer 
Training School (which Is of four months* duration). As the progran 
now stands, the man who successfully completes DCS training and there- 
upon receives hir ccrmission has one year of fleet service and then 
finishes the remaining two years* active service through detail to Cl/.. 

2. Matt Baird feels quite strongly that CIA should not effect 
reim bur s em e nt for any portion of the time spent fcy JOT* s in participating 
in these training and service programs, ft is hip feeling that the Agency 
should stand firm an this point and should negotiate only at the Defense 
Department level since he believes t.b?t the pnrae question will bn raised 
ty the Amy and Air Force. Matt says that he recalls quite clearly that 
at the time (Fall 195?) discus si on? were hs-ld rith the Defenre Department 
an the question of reimbursing that Department for officers assigned or 
detailed to CTA, General Smith explicitly made it knor/n that the JOT 
category should be excluded from the memorandum of understanding . Matt 
fbels that if the Agency ir net successful in keeping the JOT group out- 
side the "eiabursement ertegory, then the Agency (should abandon this 
particular program. Since there is no assurance th*rt -TOT* ? rho participate 
in this program will want to stay rith CIA on a career basis, it is his 
feeling that we cannot afford to consent to a reiabur s eraent procedure. 

3. At present, we have nine JOT* a on duty with the Navy under this 
program. The Navy asks that reimbursement begin retroactively to 1 July 
1953 for those officers who were already commissioned ate of that date and 
the date of individual conleslonlng after 1 July 1953 for the others.
